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It’s back to school in Boy

BOYNE CITY — The 
summer idyll is over for 
Boyne City students on 
Sept. 4 as classes resume for 
the 2007-2008 school year. 

There are some changes 
in store, according to school 
superintendent Bob Alger. 
The high school has adopted 
a new trimester format 
which replaces the two se- 
mester system. The school 
year will be: divided into 


three semesters of approxi-. 


mately three months each. 
Five 70-minute periods per 
day will replace the old 
schedule of six 55-minute 
periods. This will allow a to- 
tal of 15 periods per year as 
opposed to the two semes-

ter arrangement of twelve 
periods. 

“It may be a bit of a 
struggle for this year’s 
freshmen,” Alger conceded, 
explaining that the state De- 
partment of Education has 
increased requirements that 
necessitate additional 
classes in math and lan-

guage arts. “But the three 
additional periods per year 
will allow students with an 
interest in the art side of the 
curriculum to incorporate 
these classes into their 
schedules.” 

The trimester format 
could also benefit students 
who may struggle with 
some subjects. With fewer 
classes per semester, stu- 
dents will not be over- 
whelmed and will be able to 
focus on five rather than six 
subjects. 

“Working through the 
little bumps and bruises - 
and we will have them - of 
the new trimester format,” is 
anticipated by Alger as one 
of the challenges of the 
coming year.

Guilty pleas 
entered in 
drug death

CHARLEVOIX 
COUNTY - Two people 
who were arrested in the 
Feb. 16 drug overdose 
death of an East Jordan 
man have pled guilty or no 
contest, while another, 
who faces the most serious 
charges, sits in jail. 

Jennifer Ennik remains 
in the Charlevoix County 
Jail after being charged 
with delivery of a con- 
trolled substance causing 
death. Ennik is also 
charged with conspiracy to 
obtain methadone by mis- 
representation. That is, she 
is accused of lying to a 
doctor to obtain pain medi- 
cation. 

Ennik is scheduled to ap- 
pear in the Charlevoix 
County District Court on 
Sept. 11, for a preliminary 
examination. 


According to police re-. 


ports and the testimony of 
Teresa Maria Matela of 
Boyne City, Ennik ob- 
tained methadone from a 
doctor in Traverse City and 
subsequently gave some of 
the painkiller drug to Alan 
Michael Noirot who died. 

A medical examiner’s 


report states that Noirot 
had methadone, cocaine 
and alcohol in his system. 

Matela appeared before 
Judge Richard W. May in 
the 90th District Court in 
Charlevoix on Aug. 21. In 
a plea arrangement Matela 
pled guilty to possession of 
methadone with the intent 
to deliver and use of fraud 
to obtain the methadone. 
Two other charges were 
dropped. 

As part of the plea ar- 
rangement Matela agreed 
that she would testify 
about events that led up to 
the death of Noirot. 

Matela told the court that 
she was coached by Ennik 
before she saw a doctor to 
ask for medication. She ob- 
tained a prescription for 
methadone after complain- 
ing of back pain she said 
was from an injury. 

Matela will be sen- 
tenced in circuit court in 
Charlevoix on Sept. 21. 
She is free on bond. 

James Desy Marsh III of 
Charlevoix, who was also 
charged in the case, 
waived his preliminary ex- 


amination in district court 
and was bound over to cir- 
cuit court. Marsh will be

U. S. rep visits area

U.S. Rep. Bart Stupak 
visited the Boyne Area 
Senior Center on Friday, 
Aug. 24, as part of his 
swing through the Ist 
Congressional District. 

He talked with seniors 
about Medicare legisla- 


tive bills that will add ° 


preventive medical pro- 
cedures to Medicare 
coverage, such as glau- 
coma exams, bone mass 
density tests, 
mammograms and dia- 
betes testing. Co-pays 
for some medical ser- 
vices would be de- 
creased. for recipients 
from 50 percent to 20 
percent co-pay, and se- 
niors could sign up for 
prescription drug cover- 
age at any time. 

Stupak (D-MI), who 
has been in office since 
1993, addressed several 
concerns from the resi- 
dents. On the issue of 
illegal immigration, he 
said he is against grant- 
ing amnesty. 

“We need to enforce 
the law that is on the 
books,” Stupak said. 
“You shouldn’t get am- 
nesty for breaking the 
law.” 

In 2006 out of the 5.4 
million employers in the 
country, only three were 
found in violation of the 
immigration laws,.he 
said.

Parking hearing critical for Boyne City 


To the editor: 

RE:Boyne City Proposed Park- 
ing Exempt Amendment: 

On Sept. 11, Boyne City Com- 
missioners will hold a public hear- 
ing on a proposed parking exempt 
amendment to the zoning ordi- 
nance (A-80). This ordinance al- 
lows the city to grant developers 
exemptions from providing the re- 
quired parking places mandated by 
the zoning ordinance. This issue is 
being addressed now because the 
proposed One Water Street Devel- 
opment was approved despite the 
fact that it did not provide the mini- 
mum required parking places man- 
dated by the zoning ordinance. The 
sole purpose of this ariendment is 
to address a problem created by the 
city’s response to one developer 
without responsibly recognizing 
the detrimental impact it will have 
on merchants, shoppers, tourists 
and business patrons. 

This is a critical issue, particu- 
‘Jarly when considering some inter- 
esting and questionable actions by 


‘the City Planning Commission, 


Zoning Board of Appeals, and the 
City Commission regarding this 
development. Following i is a brief 


chronology: 


me CITIZEN=JOURNAL 
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At a Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting at 5 p.m. on March 6, the 
ZBA addressed zoning waivers ap- 
proved for the One Water Street 
Development by the Planning Com- 
mission. Zoning ordinance waivers 
are normally addressed by the ZBA. 
After considerable public comment 
condemning the Planning Commis- 
sion for bypassing the ZBA, the 
public urged the ZBA to exercise its 
authority. During the ZBA discus- 
sion 6f the issue, member Bob 
Carlisle proposed a motion stating 
the planning commission had erred. 
A role call vote was taken and 
Carlisle voted against his own mo- 
tion. The final vote was two for and 
two against; the motion failed. (ZBA 
member Vondra was not present.) 

At a City Commission meeting 
on March 27, many merchants and 
citizens voiced opposition to the 
proposed parking district. Follow- 
ing extensive public comment, 
Commissioner Ron Grunch pro- 
posed a resolution to postpone ac- 
tion on the parking district issue to 


allow more time to study issues. 


raised by those in attendance. 
Mayor Stackus questioned why 
attendees had not voiced these con- 
cerns earlier, and voted no on the 
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resolution. Other commissioners 


‘voted for the resolution, which 


passed on a 4-1 vote. Mayor 
Stackus chose to ignore public 
comment at a meeting called by the 
city to address, among other 
agenda matters, the parking issue 
created by this development. 

In an effort to create more park- 
ing places to offset parking spaces 
lost to the development, the city 
converted parallel parking by the 
Old City Park on Park Street to 
angle parking. The new parking 
places were significantly narrower 
than other angle parking places in 
the city. Following an accident in 
one of the new parking places in- 
volving a member of the mayor’s 
family, the parking places were 
widened at additional city expense. ° 

The city has a parking fund into 
which developers that don’t pro- 
vide adequate parking will pay a 
fee. The amount to be paid per 
parking place and how the fund will 
be used has yet to be determined. 
One would logically assume that 
the fund will be used to create more 
parking places. But where? Will the 
city purchase or condemn personal 
property for a parking lot, or a park- 
ing ramp? Regardless of how a 
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parking fund may be used, it won’t 
solve the problem the city has cre- 
ated by allowing a development 
without adequate parking. 

Any development should adhere 
to zoning ordinances. If zoning or- 
dinances do not adequately address 


development issues, responsibly 


change them. Authorizing waivers 
from zoning ordinances and by- 
passing the ZBA is wrong. (The 
ZBA also rendered itself impotent 
by failing to exercise its authority.) 

City Commissioners, Planning 
Commission members and Zoning 


Board of Appeals members gener-_ 


ally rely on city staff, developers, 
and public input/comment when 
making decisions regarding devel- 
opment in Boyne City. If you don’t 
speak up they can’t hear you. Some 
city commissioners have demon- 
strated that they do listen seriously 
to citizen comments and concems. 
Allowing development without ad- 
equate parking is irresponsible and 
detrimental to this city. Please at- 
tend the meeting on September 11 
and be heard. This may be your last 
chance to do so regarding this very 
important issue.
